Probably there has never before been a
wrand jury session in this county when pub
lic interest in the result of the deliberations
of the inguisitorial body was as keen as at
the present time. Men, heretofore promi-
nent in public life, have been charged with
crimes, The evidence on which these
charges were based has been submitted to
the grand jury, but, strange to relate, there
has been practically no division of public
apimion.  The judgment of the grand jury
